CHEAP TRANSPORTATION. 


“The chief element in the prosperity 


_ of every State or nation is the economy 


of trangportation of persons and prop- 
erty. It is the most marked fact in the 
difference between civilization and bar- 
barism. Such is the language of Hora- 
tio Seymour, of New York, while argu- 
ing for free tolls for boats, freight and 
passengers on the canals of his State. 
He is beyond doubt correct. And for 
him to give utterance to the sentiment 
in a State completely threaded by the 
rails in all directions 1s a circumstance 
of significance, and argues that the peo- 
ple are not getting from railroad man- 
agement the advantages the great im- 
provement of the country should give 
them. And it is this fact that turns the 
minds of the people back to the ‘‘slow- 
coach’’ canal, and in some instances to 
And if New York, 
with all her facilities, has cause for 
complaint, what shall the people of 
States say who are further removed 
from their market, and are entirely in 
the grasp of one corporation? We 
might instance California, where we 
have little relief from rivers and 
none from canals, and have a 
dominant corporation that is 
not content to run its own line, 
but governs the rates by the Isthmus 
route, thousands of miles away, and 
oven holds a rod over every sailor that 
rounds the Horn! 

Recent movements to head off the 
Atlantic and Pacific and Atchison and 
Topeka roads and prevent their making 
connection with the Pacific Coast as 
competitors for its business, naturally 
awaken interest in the freight ques- 


tion, and the people will share in the 


discussion and sympathize in the re- 
sults of the New York agitation. 

Such is our situation that we cannot 
expect to participate profitably in the 
grain and wool trade of the world un- 
less our freights are low enoygh to 
place us on an equality with those 
nearer our market. Hence rates be- 
come of the most vital importance, and 
should receive the devout attention of 
all whose interests are involved, 

The just completed road to New Or- 
leans promises to be of great benefit to 
us, and it is earnestly hoped that rates 
over it for our products will be so low 
that all ot our interests will be stimu- 
lated to produce to the utmost, and thus 
muke a return of an ample business to 
reward the energy of the men who have 
provided the highway across the des- 
erts and mountains that- brings the 
East and Europe, comparatively speak- 
ing, to our very doors. It is a 
fact, and as true as the sen- 
timent quoted from Mr. Seymour, 
that the Central Pacific Railroad cor- 
poration has all the States and Terri- 
tories of the Paciſſe Coast in its pocket. 
It can make profitable or bankrupt 
every person whose productions are 
bulky, and seek a market- at any con- 
siderable distance from the point of 
production. And its policy will increase 
or decrease’ our population, just as it is 
developed. In view of this, it is to be 
hoped wise counsels will prevail in its 
management, and the company be con- 
tent with such profits as will leave its 
partners — the producers— something 
for a rainy day.“

The Chinese Bill is Still te Topic 
at Washington. 


The Ladian Appropriation Bill—Senator Hill’s 
Condition — Gas Explosion— 
. Tired of Life. 


jAssociated Press Dispatches. | : 

NRW York, March 26.—A Washing, 
ton special has the following: The 
friends of the President announce it as 
their belief that he will veto the Chi- 
nese bill in its present shape, and en- 
deavor to force Congress to accept the 
restriction of ten years. In case it 
should become a law doubts as to its 
efficacy are already being expressed. 
Colby, one of the employees of the 
House who has spent some time in 
China, called attention to how easy it 
was for Chinamen to avoid the restric- 
tion placed upon their immigration to 
the United States. He said Hong 
Kong is a British Colony 
and large numbers of Chinese 
go there and become naturalized. 
Mongolians wishing to come to this 
country can go to Hong Kong and be- 
come British subjects and then come 
here without violating the prohibitory 
law, and I understand that 


THE SIX COMPANIES 


Are fully aware of this fact, and have 
made arrangements with British com- 
anies which were previously interested 
in the coolie trade, to import China- 
men to Hong Kong, have them 
naturalized there, and in due 
season send them in large num- 
bers here to us. In addition 
to this there are also openings for 
Coolie importations through Mexico 
and across the American border. The 
Secretary of the Chinese legation will 
have an interview with the President 
early next week, when he will present 
the views of the government of China 
on the subject. The Chinese minister 
at Washington says he has not deter- 
mined whether, in case the President 
approves the bill, he will transfer the 
embassy to Spain, but thinks he would 
not. He says that under the bill some 
20,000 Chinamen in Central America 
and Mexico would be forced to remain 
there because they could not go home 
without stopping at San Francisco. 
When it is remembered that 
and he is understood to be o to 
ace features of the bill. The State 
authorities pronounce the 
bill a violation of the treaty, and it is 
evident that if their voice is heard the 
President will veto the bill. The ac- 
tion of the Executive, however, is 
likely to be controlled by qualifying 
considerations. Statements are made 
in the press that the railroad lobby was 
very active in the attempts to defeat 
the Chinese bill, and that the agents of | j 
the Six Companies were conspicuous in 
their efforts in the lobby, and one who

Indian Appropriation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25th.— 
The Senate Committee on Appropri- 
ations have reported the Indian Appro- 
priation Bill 
wholly striking out the House provision 
for incidental expenses of the Indian 
service in New Mexico and Idaho, and 
reducing the amount granted for 
incidental expenses in Arizona 
from $36,000 to $24,000. The 
committee also strike out the House 
item of $310,000 for collecting and 
subsisting Apaches, and other 
Indians of Arizona and New Mexico, 
and substituting for 1t an appropria- 
tion of $275,000 for subsisting and 
caring for Apaches and other Indians 
of the San Carlos Reservation; also a 
new provision for the Indians at the 
Megcalero Agency, for the removal, 
with their consent, of Mescalero 
Apaches to the Jicarillo Reservation 
and for the support, civilization and 
instruction of the Indians of said res- 
ervation, including the pay of em- 
ployecs, $15,000.

The Opposing Parties Meet—Curley 
Bill Reported Killed. | 


Tombstone, March 25.— The Epi- 
taph this evening publishes the follow- 
ing as 
cow boy trou The town has been 
full of reports for the last two ot three 
days as to the whereabouts of the Earp 
rty, and their probable movements. 
o sooner had one report got well un- 
der way before aber was started 
contradicting it. There has been 
marching and countermarching by the 
Sheriff and posse, until the{community 
has become so used to the ring of spur 
and clash of steel that comparatively 
little attention was paid to the ap- 
pearance of large bodies of 
horsemen in the streets. Yesterday af- 
ternoon the Sheriff, with a large force, 
started down the rond toward Conten- 
tion, possibly to follow up the report 
that the party had been seen in -the 
Whetstone Mountains west of San 
Pedro river with their horses complete- 
ly fagged out and was badly dem or- 
alized. This, like many other reports, 
was as baseless as the fabric of a 
dream. Yesterday afternoon, as the 
sun was descending low down the 
western horizon, had a person been 
traveling on Crystal or Lewis Spring 
road toward Burleigh Springs, as our 
informant was, he could have seen one

MOST DESPERATE FIGHTS 


Between men of the Earp party and 
fieree cowboys, led by the daring and 
notorious Curley Bill, that ever t6édk 
place between opposing forces on Ari- 
zona soil. Burleigh Spring is about 
eight miles south of Tombstone, and 
some four miles east of Charleston, 
near the mine of that name, and near 
a short road from Tombstone to Her- 
ford.

Organizing a Society for the Promo- 
tion of Manufactures. : 


— 


The Times’ Suggestion Acted Upon—The In- 
itiatery Steps Taken—Co-operation 
Will Work Wonders. 


The long-continued and persistent ef- 
forts made by the Trmes to secure the es- 
tablishment of a society for the promotion 
of manufactures have at last borne fruit. 
At the meeting held last night in the 
Western Union office, about twenty repre- 
sentative manufacturers and business 
men were present. Gov. Downey was ap- 
pointed chairman of the meeting, and 
E. A. Edwards secretary. In opening 
the meeting Governor Doyney spoke 
of the admirable position occupied 
by Los Angeles as a distributing point for 
manufactured goods—its railroads, water 
facilities and magnificent supply of raw 
materials, many of them comparatively 
worthless as yet on account of the distance 
from a remunerative market. Los Angeles 
being 500 miles distant from San Fran- 
cisco, is favorably situated as the nucleus 
of a vast manufacturing center, from 


which point manufactured goods could be 
distributed to advantage throughout 
Southern California and the neighboring 
territories. The great bugbear of the past 
—fuel—is such no longer, the availability 
of our crude petroleum as fuel, of which 
this county has an inexhaustible supply. 

-having been demonstrated beyond all pos- 
sible doubt. 

Mr. O'Donnell, of the Pioneer Foundry, 
spoke in favorble terms of the outlook for 
manufactures. He had experienced a hard 
struggle in the past, but the prospects 
ahead were very encouraging. 

E. A. Edwards referred in forcible terms 
to the discouragements attendant upon 
the efforts of parties seeking suitable lo- 
cations in this city for manufacturing pur- 

ses, the high price asked for land, indif-

Wheeler’s Lecture at mx |, 
sonic Hall Last Night. 


Yesterday evening a select audience as- 


| sembled in the chastely elegant Masonic: 


Hall of this city, in order to listen to a 
remarkably interesting lecture from the 
Rev. O. C. Wheeler, Prelate of the Grand 
Commandery of the State, and Deputy 
Grand „Representative at Large of the 
Egyptian Masonic Rite of Memphis, the 
discourse relating to Egyptian Masonry. 
With a voice of sympathetic eloquence, 


and in well-chosen terms, the reveren 
gentleman showed conclusively that Ma- 
sonry antedates, by many thousand years, 
any other institution existing among men, 
and that Jehovah himself was its author; 
for Masonry is neither original, humanly 
speaking, nor a. servile imitation of the 
ancient mysteries of the Scythian plains. 
In the initiatory rites of Isis and Osiris, 
many centuries before the coming of 
Christ, were laid, strong and deep, the 
foundations of whatis now the purified 
ritual of the ancient eraft. Not until the 
scientific research of Champollion, early 
in the present centtry, gave t the world 
the translation of the inscriptions on the 
celebrated Rosetta stone was the. back 
doorof ancient masonry opened. This 
discovery has enabled us to read the hiero- 
glyphs carven on obelisk, and pyramid, 
and temple door. And it was the wisdom 
of the Great Architect himself, which 
caused these vastly important facts to be
